$100.000.000 on the first and second units 
of the Major Street Traffic Plan. The first 
unit, estimated to cost 331.481.561. was au- 


‘November 4, 1924. and the surveys and pre 
liminary office work have deen completed. 
The estimated cost of the second unit, au- 


thorized by the people at the recent elec 
tion, is $75.993.512. Both these estimates 
are subject to modification and du not in- 
clude the cost of sewers and storm drains.

the total expenditure up to $150,000,000 or 
more. 

Altbough the huge outlay thus proposed 
will place a beavy burden upon the prop 
erty owners along and nerr the lines of the 
improvements planned. only a comparative 
ly small proportion of the cost being borne 
by the taxpayers as a Whole. the benefits 
ultimately to be realised will be inestt- 
mably great.

will be a splendid improvement and one 


that should have been made ong ago. 


Ons great danger to the success of the 
plan should here be pointed out. and that 
is the loose and extravagant handling of 
ite Anances. To spend over $100 000,000 on 
300-or 400 seperate street jobs in a way 
shall insure the property .wners the 
results for their money is going to 
tor the application of such prudence 
business sagacity as city officials rare 
ly evince. If possible a budget system 
should be adopted, limiting the outlay from 
year to year, so that there shal] de mo 
waste of the property owners’ money. 
Overlapping assessments must be tvolded. 
The finances should be placed in the Lands 
of experts who-shall be true watchdogs of 
the treasury. Estimates of cost must not 


be no piling-up of excessive charges agcinst 
property owners if the available funds are 
properly applied.
